to reflect the indicated purpose, and thus the 
abovementioned assertion does not apply to the invention 
set forth in claim 1. 

Such being the case, the inventions set forth in 
claims 1 to 3, 8 to 10, 15 to 19 and 24 do not involve an 
inventive step in the light of document 1 and document 2 
cited in the international search report. That is to say, 
it would have been easy for a person skilled in the art 
to conceive of applying the technical feature disclosed 
in document 2, wherein each picture element is subjected 
to a process for correcting color irregularities, in the 
color correction method disclosed in document 1, which 
comprises a step wherein the color correction 
coefficients for an image that is projected upon a 
projection surface are generated from pre-set first color 
information and second color information that is obtained 
from the image projected on the projection surface and a 
step wherein the colors of the projected image are 
corrected using said color correction coefficients. 

In addition, the inventions set forth in claims 4 
to 7, 11 to 14 and 20 to 23 do not involve an inventive 
step in the light of document 1, document 2 and document 
3 cited in the international search report. It would have 
been easy for a person skilled in the art to conceive of 
applying the technical feature disclosed in document 3, 
wherein the input image is corrected using the 
associations between the pattern images and the pattern- 
captured images, in the device disclosed in document 1.
